under the orders of the Seidlit 2 connittee in !*-?5ccp?© Ihey operated 
mostly on propaganda and sabotage missions in the Ncukocln and Reinichenr* 
dorf districts during- fires caused. by bombing raids© They utilized 
incendiary packages dropped fcy the Allies in order to spread the fires© 

At the same time they prepared for the taking over of Berlin as the Allies 
approached©. A French girl who served as liaison agent between the French 
Group and the chiefs was arrested, but she was soon reloaded for the good 
reason that . she was tbe mistress of one of the 35 officers© The case 
did not go any further us far as. I was, concerned* since my service obtained 
my release, but the Gestapo confiscated freen ne fc^.OC RM and e quantity of 
geld worth 5,000 RM declaring that an hcncat citizen did net carry more 
than 5°0 KM on him* Any surplus should be placed in the bank* . This money 
waa n* ver ..returned to me in spite of all the claims of my servico.-For 
explanation to them I said that, the money was proceeds black market 
operations, and furnished- them with all the alibis necessary© .

STHEIFTr came to arrest him at the bouse of line# FnAJvK>OTITlCf£H where we were 
having a rendezvous with Mr# DJTEICK# He aidn ; t allow himself to be taken 
.away, and fou^it off two policcrcen until they succeeded in killing him#
